Of the fifty-one 
ivisions into which India is divided, no less than thirty-two received more or 
less rain during the week under review, the only considerable tracks which 
received no rain being Burma, the Peninsula (except the Circars), and Guzerat 
and Katthiawar. In all other, parts of India, rain was received, and in— 
everal divisions the average actual rainfall of the division exceeded half an — 
inch. The heaviest rainfall was along the line of the hills, the average actual 
rainfall of the north-west of the Punjab being 0°84 inch, of the hill districts of 
the Punjab 0°79 inch, and of Assam (Bramahputra) 0°69 inch. In Burma and 
the Peninsula the anticipated rainfall of the week under review is'very small, and 
in some cases absolutely mz/. Of the divisions which received rain, twenty had 
more and ten less than the normal fall of the week, The greatest excess was 
060” in the East Coast (north) followed by 054” in the north-west of the

’ Sind, the western division of Rajputana, Malabar, Madras (south central), and the 
north and central divisions of the East Coast. The regions which received no 
rain were Burma, the Central Provinces, and the greater part of the Peninsula, — 
The average actual amounts of rain received in the different divisions were not — 
large, except in the Hill districts of the Punjab, which received an average fall of | 
1’97 inch. This was followed by 0°81 inch in Deltaic Bengal, by o°6g inch in the 
submontane division of the Punjab and by 0°53 inchin Orissa, The rainfall of the 
week was excessive in Deltaic and Central Bengal, in Orissa, in North Behar, 
in Oudh, in the North-Western Provinces (central and west), the Punjab (south, — 
submontane and hill districts) Sind, Rajputana and Central India, and the East 
‘Coast (north and central). The greatest excess was 1°15 inch in the hill i 
tricts of the Punjab.

The three concluding columns of the table show that since the commence- 
ment of the year the rainfall has been considerably short of the normal in Burma — 
(where hardly any has fallen), in East Bengal, in Behar (south), in the west of 
the Peninsula and part of the Carnatic. In all other parts of the Indian region, _ 
the rainfallequals or exceeds the normal of the period. In the case of many of 
the divisions reporting deficient rainfall, the normal fall for the period under

On the Chenab Canal the Capital outlay was Rs, 35,57,362, mainly on the 
permanent headworks and the feeder channel which connects them with the 
original'canal. The progress on these works wasso good’ that a permanent 
supply was assured to tke canal in January 1592, or two years earlier than 
was originally anticipated, The work on the distributaries was simultaneously 
pushed forward, and the colonization of the Government waste lands was 
started before the close of year.

The areas under sugarcane and wheat are the largest yet recorded, The 
area under rice fell off somewhat owing to the cultivation of this crop hay- 
ing been discontinued in the low lands of the Hissar District, where the soil 
was becoming water-logged, and to the late commencement of the rainy season. 
The decrease in the area under cotton, which is very marked, is due to the lo- 
custs having attacked this crop more than any other. 

The estimated value of irrigated crops is 895 lakhs of rupees. 


12. Particulars of the discharge and duty of the perennial eanals, and of 
the lowest volumes in the rivers from which they draw their supplies, will be 
found in the following statement.

Explanatory Memorandum. 


In 1871 the Government of India directed that every office from which : 
pensions are disbursed should submit an annual return showing the number of 
deaths among the pensioners paid from that office durin the course of the year. 
The returns for the sixteen years ending with 1890-91 have now been collated 
and the general result is given in the accompanying table. > ail 3 


2. The pensioners are divided into three classes, namely :— 


(1) those drawing pensions not exceeding R10 a month ; 
(2) those drawing pensions exceeding 210 but not exceeding R50 
month ; and 
(3) those drawing pensions exceeding R50 a month ; % 
and they are grouped by periods of age beginning with that for 50 years and 
under. ‘ : 


The returns include all pensioners paid in India, whether Europeans, 
Eurasians, or Natives of India; but as the overwhelming majority are Natives-of 
India, the results may be considered as specially applicable to that class of lives. 

3. The number of deaths shown in the returns is— 


(a) the number of pensioners actually reported to be dead ; 
+(b) the pensioners whose pensions have lapsed owing to non-appearance 
for six months ; . 
—(c) those whose pensions have been subsequently renewed ; 


it being assumed that the difference between (b) and () represents the number 
of pensioners whose deaths have not been reported. The number of pensioners ~ 
shown as exposed to risk is half the number on the rolls at the beginning plus _ 
half the number on the rolls at the end of each year. ear 

4. The returns were not prescribed with the object of compiling tables of 
mortality. But the statistics now obtained, comprising, as they do, more than — 
two millions of years of life and over 115,000 deaths, may be found by —

Weather Review of India for the week ending at 8 a.m. on 
Saturday, February 18th, 1893. 


The daily weather reports for the week under review show that another 
period of very unsettled weather has prevailed over Northern India. Snow 
commenced in Baluchistan and on the North-West Himalayas and rain in the 
Indus Valley on the 12th, and rain spread right across Northern India on the 
13th. This was succeeded by a clear up, which also commenced in the extreme 
west and followed the rainy unsettled conditions across the country. Before, 
however, rain had wholly disappeared from Northern India, when indeed, 
rain was falling fairly heavily and generally over Bengal and Assam,/a fresh 
burst of unsettled conditions made an appearance (morning of 15th) in Baluchis- 
tan, and this burst in its turn travelled right across Northern India reaching 
Lower Bengal by the 18th, Over the Peninsula and Burma the weather was 
fine throughout. The continued rain and snow in the north kept temperature 
low, so that except in Madras and Burma there was a considerable deficiency 
as compared with the normal.

to south-south-east at Chaman, Rain had fallen at Dera -Ismail Khan, 
Sambalpur, Karachi, Hyderabad (Sind), Jacobabad and Bikanir, and snow 
over Baluchistan and the North-West Himalayas. On the next day, the 13th, 
the barometer was rising fast in Baluchistan and falling in nearly all other — 
places. A deepish depression lay over the north of the Punjab anda large shallow — 
depression over the central parts of the country, while readings were highest 
in North Bengal. Strong cyclonic winds prevailed over North-Western India 
and easterly winds over North-Eastern India and the Gangetic plain. Over the 
Peninsula the directions remained variable. Rain was falling right across 
Northern India from the Indus to Lower Bengal, while snow was falling over 
Baluchistan and at all the Himalayan stations. The amounts were large in the 
Punjab—hills and plains, The chart of the 14th showed a barometric’ fall 
over Bengal and the east of the Peninsula and a rise elsewhere. The depres- 
sion, which, on the 13th, lay over the Punjab had disappeared, while that which 
lay over the central parts of the country had advanced eastward to the Circars 
and Orissa. The wind was cyclonic around the depression. Elsewhere the 
directions were generally nertherly. Rain was reported from the east of the 
Punjab, the Gangetic plain, Bengal and Assam, while snow was reported from 
the hills. The amounts were large in several places. On the 15th the baro- 
meter was rising almost everywhere except Baluchistan, where a fresh and brisk 
fall had commenced. ‘The depression noticed over the Circars and Orissa had 
disappeared, and readings ranged from a high pressure area over the central 
parts of the country and the Punjab to a low pressure area over Mysore and 
Malabar. Rain was still falling over Assam and Eastern Bengal and had re- 
commenced in Sind. Snow had recommenced in Baluchistan, On the 16th pres- 
sure was falling over the south of the Punjab, over Rajputana, over Central India 
and over Guzerat, and was rising elsewhere. A shallow depression lay over 
Guzerat. The winds were very variable in direction, but were fresh in force at 
several stations. Rain was falling over the whole of North-Western India and 
snow over Baluchistan and the North-West Himalayas. The amounts were no- 
where large. By the morning of the 17th the depression noticed over Guzerat and 
Central India had reached the east of the North-Western Provinces and the baro« 
meter was falling over North-Eastern India and the Peninsula, while it was rising 
fast over North-Western and Central ludia. Pressure was highest over the Punjab 
The winds were anticyclonic over North-West and cyclonic over North-Eastern 
India. Rain was falling over the Punjab, over the North-Western and Central 
Provinces, and over part of Bengal, while snow had fallen over the North-West 
Himalayas. The snowfall was rather heavy but the rain was light. The chart’ 
of the 18th showed that the depression which had been traced across India la 
over Burma.

The above shows that the mean temperature of the whole of India for each 
day of the week and for the whole week was considerably below the normal 
average. The coolest days relatively to the normal were the t4th and 15th 
when the deficiency was 3°8 and 4°%o0 respectively. For the whole country 
for the week, the abnormal deficiency was 28. The provincial variations show 
that in Burma and Madras the mean temperature was uninterruptedly higher 
than usual, but that in all other provinces, with the exception of Bombay and 
the Central Provinces, on the 17th the mean temperature was uninterruptedly 
below the average. In North-Western India (including the Punjab, Sind, and 
Rajputana) the abnormal deficiency was very large, 
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Rain.—The rainfall table at the close shows that during the week under 
review rain has fallen over nearly the whole of Northern India and a large part 
of Central India. Of the 51 rainfall divisions as many as 28 received effective 
rain, that is,a total for the week of o'10” or more, while 23 received absolutely 
or practically no rain. The latter divisions were all the Burma divisions, all the 
west of the Peninsula divisions, Berar, the west and centre of the Central Provin- 
ces, Guzerat, Kattiawar, Central India (East) the East Coast( North, Central 
and South), Hyderabad and Madras (Central). : 


Of the divisions which received rain, the hill district of the Punjab recorded 
the heaviest amount, viz., 3°81” as the average actual fall of the division ; this 
was followed by 1°56” in Deltaic Bengal, by 1°46” in the submontane division of 
the Punjab, by 1°15” in Central Bengal, by 1°13” in Orissa, and by 1'09” in Chota 
Nagpur. In all the other divisions the average actual fall for the week was less 
‘than one inch. In most of the divisions reporting rainfall the amount received 
exceeded the normal. In the case of the hill districts of the Punjab this excess 
equalled 3 inches, and in the submontane district of the Punjab and in Deltaic 
Bengal equalled one inch.

Weekly Report on the state of the Season and Prospects of 
the Crops. 


Madras.—/or week ending 25th February.—Showers in many districts,” 
especially in two northern and parts of the central and West Coast districts and 
Tinnevelly. On 26th good rain fell in parts of the Carnatic and Central districts. 
Crops slightly improved in parts of Tinnevelly where rain fell; otherwise pospects 
unaltered. Water for irrigation growing scarcer in parts cf southern districts and 
Coimbatore. Harvest continues poor in southern half and fair in rest of Presi- 
dency. Pasture, fodder, and drinking water generally sufficient, but scarce in 

arts of Tinnevelly and Coimbatore. Prices scarcely altered, but risen slightly 
in Tinnevelly where, as in Madura, principal grains still double the normal 


prices. 


Bombay.—/o” week ending Ist March.—Slight rain in parts of Sind, 
Gujarat, and Kathiawar. Standing crops damaged by frost, blight, insects, rats, 
or through other causes in parts of ten districts ; otherwise good, except poppy 


in Baroda which is slightly injured. Harvesting of late crops continues in parts: 
of nine and preparations for next season in parts of six districts. Prices 


generally steady. Agricultural stock good and fodder sufficient. 


Bengal.—/or week ending 25th F ebruary.—The rainfall of the week has 
been abnormally large throughout the province and especially in South-West 
Bengal and Chota Nagpur. Some damage has been done to the spring crops, 
particularly the earlier varieties which are being harvested. Poppy has also 
suffered, but the extent of the injury has not yet been ascertained. In Monghyr 
the loss is estimated to be about four annas, but no damage has been reported 
so far from Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, and Champaran and but little elsewhere, - 
The rain has injured mango blossoms. Indigo and sugarcane have been bene- 
fited. Prospects of spring rice are favourable, and cultivation for autumn rice 
and jute is meking steady progress. Prices remain almost stationary. Cattle 
are generally reported well, and there is sufficient fodder and water in all dis-

North-Western Provinces and Oudh.—For week ending 1st March— 
Rain has fallen generally throughout the provinces. The crops in the eastern 
districts have been injured by excessive moisture and clear dry weather is great- 
ly needed. Prospects are still favourable. Slight injury b frost is reported 
from Cawnpore and by insects from Farukhabad. Poppy flowering and opium 
collections commenced in places. Sugarcane pressing and sowing continue.

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5. There was a very satisfactory increase in the net revenue realized from 
the Major Works, which was, with the exception of 1885-86, the highest on re- 
cord. e result may be ascribed in great measure to improved administration. 
The net result was a profit of Rs. 1,60,673,as com red with a deficit of Rs, 92,995 
in 1890-91, which was, however, an exceptionally bad year. The profit 
amounted to only 0°25 per cent, on the capital outlay, but for reasons that are well- 
known and into which it is not necessary to enter, the Bengal Irrigation Works 
can never be as remunerative as those in other Provinees. 

6. There was on the whole, and on the Sone Canals in particular, a consi- 
derable decrease in the demands remaining unrealized, the figures for the three 
Major Irrigation systems at the beginning and close of the year being as

Of the maintenance outlay on the Orissa Canals, Rs, 45,565 was on head-works, 
Rs. 87,911 on the main canals, and Rs. 15,324 on distributaries. 

On the Midnapore Canal Rs. 8,873 were spent on the head: works, 
Rs, 1,18,241 on the main canal and branches, and Rs, 10,365 on distributaries. 
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On the Sone Canals Rs, 20,942 were spent on the head-works, Rs. 1,75,837 
on the main canals and branches, and Rs. 58,248 on the distributaries. 

The working expenses on the Midnapore Canal were heavier than usual 
on account of .extensive silt clearances in the tidal reaches after a lapse of 
many years and consequent repairs to locks and dredging plant.

15. The agreement as regards the Sarun Canals expired on 1st April 1891, 
and was renewed as a yearly agreement on a different basis. ‘he original agree- 
ment was for an annual payment of Rs. 21,500 by the indigo firms interested in 
the maintenance of the canals. ‘he working expenses were considerably in 
excess of this, and it was therefore proposed to close the canals. But as 
a temporary arrangement it was agreed to hand over the maintenance of the 
inner channels to the parties interested and to accept a guarantee of Rs. 11,000 
per annum for the maintenance of the head-works, Government paying es- 
tablishment charges. During the year under review this arrangement worked 
satisfactorily.

17. The result of 162 crop experiments on irrigated land, and of 99 experi- 
ments on unirrigated land on the Orissa canals, was to give an average outturn 
er acre of 16°6 maunds of paddy, and of 19:26 maunds of straw from the 
ormer, and of 12°15 maunds of paddy and 13°7 maunds of straw from the 
latter. The respective values, taking paddy at Re. 1 per maund, and straw 
at 9 maunds per rupee, were Rs. 18°74 and Rs. 13°67. On the Sone Canals the 
yield per acre from crops of average outturn gave 23 maunds of paddy and 
56 maunds of straw, and from specially selected crops 36 maunds of paddy and 
87 of straw. The extraordinary divergence between the two sets of experi+ 
ments appears to require explanation. 


18. The Revenue Report was received by the Government of India on 
11th January, or about the same lime as that for the previous year. The 
Chief Bngineer’s note on the operations of the year, though excellently done, 
has been considerably expanded, and the Government of India trust that the 
necessity for making it as concise as possible will not be lost sight of. 


19, The Government of India notice with satisfaction that in paragraph 18 
of the Resolution on the Report the Lieutenant Governor of Bengal observes 
that the officers of the Irrigation Department have, during the year under 
review, done everything in their power to make the most of the canals in a 
Season when every drop of water was of value.

“Bapenditure chargeable against it at 85,909,7, leaving a small surplus of 115,6. A: substantial 
surplus was secured in each of the two previous years, but as it resulted mainly from temporary 
causes, no important remission of taxation or other great fiscal reform involving a serious 
sacrifice of revenue was possible in the Financial Statement of 1891-92. The only important 
financial measure undertaken in that year was the restoration of the Famine Insurance Grant 
to the full amount of 1,500,0, and after setting aside this, sum for that purpose, the Government 
of India was able to show a surplus of 115,6 only in the Budget Estimate of the year as 
» mentioned above. The accounts of the year now show a surplus of 467,5.* Considering the 
magnitude of the transactions the difference in the net result is of little importance, but there 
were remarkable variations from the Budget Estimates under individual heads. The het reve- 
nue from Railways showed, apart from the loss due to a fall in the rate of exchange, at remarkable 
improvement of 1,428,7, chiefly in consequence of unusually heavy exports of wheat and 
seeds to Europe, and of an exceptionally heavy pilgrim traffic. The net revenue from Opium 
also showed the large improvement of 831, 8, due partly to a rise in the prices obtained at the 
sales of Bengal opium, partly to larger exports of Malwa opium from Bombay, and partly to a 
reduction in the expenditure for production in Bengal owing to a poor crop. There were also — 
satisfactory improvements in the revenue under Salt, Stamps, and Excise. These i improve- 
ments were however nearly swallowed up by an increase of 675,2 in the charges under Ex- 
change, due to the fall in the rate, an increase of 1,055,2in the net Military expenditure of the |

In 1891-92 there were large receipts from fines and. forfeitures of 
contractors, and there were also special receipts in connection with the several expeditions and from 
the sale of railway materials tothe Morvi State. The Budget under Pensions to Europeans included 10,2 
for contributions from the Hyderabad Administration towards the pensions of retired officers, who had 
served partly under that Administration, but the recoveries were finally adjusted in the Civil Department, —

The differences between the Estimates and Accounts under the various revenue and expendi- 


ture heads have been explained in detail in the foregoing pages, and the share of these per- 
taining to the Provincial and Local sections of the accounts for the several groups is given 


E - below separately for each province. These details show that the Provincial and Local shares 
of the Revenues were, on the whole, better than the Budget by 578,8 and 55,3, respectively, 


and the Provincial expenditure more by 100,7 and the Local less by 54,1, consequently the 


_Proyincial and Local balances were better than expected by 578,8—100,7 or 478,1 and 


§5.3+54)1 or 109,4, respectively. The Budget anticipated that there would be deficits in the 


Provincial and Local Accounts to the extent of 691,7 and 136,7, respectively, and as there 
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were improvements of 478,1 and 109,4 over the Budget as just shown, the Provincial and 


Local balances were diminished during the year by 691,7—478,1 and 136,7—109,4 or by 
ai 3,6 and 27,3, the total decrease in the Provincial and Local balances taken together being 
213,6+27,3 or 240,9. The largest improvements occurred in Burma and Bombay, amount- 
ing to 201,5 and 137,8, respectively. The improvements in the other provinces were small 
and do not call for special notice. In Madras the result was worse by 37,2 due chiefly to the 
falling off in the collections of Land Revenue owing to the prevalence of scarcity. a

i , was large in consequence of the adjustment of the value of stores issued from the South Indian 

ilway, which consequently obtained a large credit. The Mu Valley Railway was pushed omin 1891-92, 

, with the previous year, a larger expenditure was incurred on ferries and rolling stock. The East 

Coast Railway was commenced in October 1890, and in 1891-92 the works were pushed on vigorously, about 

er 43 per cent. of the total expenditure incurred on new lines during the year having been spent on it. 
The expenditure during the year also exceeded considerably the amount allotted for it in the Budget, and 
an additional grant was sanctioned for it. The Godhra-Rutlam and the Dharmaveram-Hindupur lines 
were also commenced in 1890-91, but only asmall outlay was incurred on them in that year, In 1891-92 the 
progress of work on the first line was considerably retarded by the outbreak of sickness in the district, and 
‘the payments in England on account of stores also fell short of the estimate. The expenditure on the second 
line however exceeded the estimate, chiefly on account of the collection of a larger quantity of material. 
In the Budget Estimate'a sum of 862,3 was kept in reserve, as the details of the new lines to be under- 
taken during the year had not then been settled, During the year funds were allotted from the Reserve

1,635,300, (2) increased sterling Expenditure, involying a burden of 
Rx. 903,900, and (3) increased Expenditure on the Army in India to the extent 
of Rx. 515,500, making a total of Rx. 3,054,700. As the surplus shown in the 
Budget Estimates was only Rx. 146,600, and the three causes I have just. men- 
tioned increased the Expenditure by Rx. 3,054,700, it will probably be a 
surprise to most people to learn that the deficit shown in the Revised Estimates is 
only Rx. 1,081,900, a figure which will no doubt be still further reduced when 
the Accounts of the year are finally closed. The Budget Estimates show a 
surplus. of Rx. 146,600 and the Revised Estimates show a- deficit of 
Rx. 1,081,900; there has, therefore, been during the year a falling off or dete- 
rioration on the whole account of Rx. 1,228,500, being the amount of surplus 
shown in the Budget Estimates ~/us the amount of deficit shown in the Revised 
Estimates. The three great causes which | have already mentioned having been — 
sufficient to cause a falling off to the extent of Rx. 3,054,700 and the actual 
falling off, everything included, being only Rx.

I shall explain a little later in what wa 
this improvement of Rx. 1,826,200 was obtained, but in the first instance it will 
be convenient to state the causes of the increase in sterling Expenditure and 
of the increase in Expenditure on the Army in India. 


“10. The chief increases in sterling Expenditure in England are £427,800 | 
under Army Seryices, £123,400 under Marine, £81,900 under Superannuation’

The increased Expenditure under Army was caused by the payment of an 
arrear charge of £208,000 to the War Office in 1892-93 instead of in 1891-92 
as originally intended, and by the adoption of a rule for the payment of furlough 
allowances and retired pay in arrears at the end of each month instead of in 
arrears at the end of each quarter. Such a change must, from the nature of 
the “ease, add to the total charge in the first year because the allowances are 
_ paid sooner than would otherwise be the case, and the amount due at the end 
of the year is reduced. The same cause accounts for the increase of £81,900 
in Civil, Superannuation Allowances and Pensions. The increase in the Marine — 
_ charge is due to payments on account of the construction of ships and a.dredger, 
ch were not provided for in the Budget Estimates. . Ch pe ee es 
<The increase of £37,600 under Interest is due to discount on a sterling _ 
- loan of £ 1,300,000 raised during the year for advances to Railway Companies
